to lay out a sufficient number of streets 
properly connected with existing streets 
before "approving his plat. It may be 
that certain conditions were responsi- 
ble for the present situation of Bloom- 
ingdale, the old canal, for instance, but 
in this day and age of planning for 
the future as well as for the present 
we should not permit additions to M 
laid out in such a manner as will soon- 
er or later require the peopl* in the 
neighborhood of the new addition to pay 
for the opening or widening of itreetf 
through it. I understand that a marked 
improvement along this line has been 
made in later years; but we should go 
farther in this work than some of a» 
have ever thought of going. Fort Wayne 


lould prepare a map covering uvlcs 
s much territory as there is withm 
er limits and all future streets and 
lleys should be shown on that map— 
ot as a hard and fast rule narer 
to

put too great a burden on the property 
owner, but it is to be hoped that the 
opening of the .necessary streets will 
be taken up and accomplished before 
more houses fronting ^on them are built, 
as each new house will add to the ex- 
pense which ultimately must be borne, 
and by the property benefited.

Tells Why Some Escaped Convicts, Now Leading Upright Lives &rf Ever in Fear of Detection, Arc. 


Entitled to More Sympathy Than Many Who Have Paid the Full Legal Penalty for Their Crimes

EAN VALJEAN was a real character- 
real. I mean, in the sense that Victor Hugo 
drew a picture that has often been par- 
alleled in real life. 'Les Miserables,' al- 
though pretending to be nothing more than 


fiction, is yet a true story, in that it describes inci- 
dents, actions and emotions that have occurred not 
once but a thousand times in the actual experience of 
mankind." 


William A. Pinkerton. head of tbe great detective 


agency that bears his name, was the speaker. 
The 


talk had been running on criminals who had re- 
formed. 


"There was a case." he said, "in which the effort 


of the criminal to reform was hampered by the fact 
that he had escaped before he finished paying the 
penalty society had meted out as expiation for his 
crime. 
You know the story—the poor fellow had 


done nothing serious, nothing we would regard as a 
grave offence. 
His real offence was in escaping from 


the galleys • It Is one'of the most pathetic stories in 


nil literature—the tale of his effort to lead an honest 
and useful life. In constant fear of detection and de- 
nunciation. And the character of Javert, the relent- 
less police official who turned up every time poor 
Jean Valjean got a fresh start, is, to my -mind, one 
of the most despicable pictures ever drawn by a nov- 
elist. Yet the policeman was only doing his duty, as 


the law laid it down." 


Mr. Pinkerton pause'", relit bis cigar, contemplated 


the richly browned meerschaum holder affectionately 
for n moment, then spoke again. 


"We were talking the other day about crooks who 


turned straight," he said'. "1 told you of some I knew 
who had paid tbe penalty of their crimes and are now 
honest, resp'ected men—good citizens In every sense. 
These men hold up their, heads among their fellow 
men, knowing that the worst that can befall them is 
to have their past discovered. They may suffer shame, 
but they are free from the shadow of the prison as 
long as they remain straight Good citizens—yes, 
sometimes too good. Most of them are not inclined to 
set themselves up as superior beings, even when they 
do not fear tbe discovery of their Identity, but once in 


. a while there is one who forgets that he ever was a 


criminal." 


Mr. Pinkerton .paused, puffed at his cigar and 


laughed shortly. 


"One of the foremost physicians In New York, a 


man at the very head of his profession, is of that 
kind," he said. "A good many years ago I was called 
to a bank In a small Western city. A man had come 
in, demand^g money, and, presenting revolvers, made 
tbe assistant cashier and a girl clerk hold up their 
hands while he got away with all the cash in sight 
some $40,000. There were traces that made me be- 
lieve It was an Inside job, and so my investigation 
proved. The whole thing had bee'n framed up by a 
young physician, well liked and respected, and one of 


. • the tellers. It turned out later that this same physi- 


cian had been involved in a similar case In another 
town and that he had been planning this affair for 


', two or three years. 


"He was convicted, and on his release came to New 


lork. He did not change his name, but it is a com- 
mon enough name so that it attracted no attention 
when he began his practice in this city. Now he is a 
noted practitioner, whose fees are enormous, and who 
is In great demand among his wealthy patients. 


"But it has not been sufficient for this man to accu- 


mulate wealth, and fame; he has arrogated to himself a 
sort of aristocratic superiority that makes him a self- 
ippointed arbiter of society morals. He is a .member 
of several exclusive clubs and is very particular as to 
who is allowed to join them." 


Mr. Pinfcerton laughed again. 
"It makes me laugh every time I think of it—what I 


am going to tell you," he said. "There is a young man, 
the son of a highly respected and very wealthy 


record, nothing in my past that I'm ashamed of. I 
can't understand why Dr. 
should want to 


blackball me." 


" 'Who is it that's going to blackball you?' I asked. 
" -Dr. 
,' he replied, mentioning the physician's 


name. 


"I took one of my cards and wrote on it:—'Introduc- 


ing Mr. Willie S 
. William A. Pinkerton.' 


" 'Give that to the doctor with my compliments,' I 


said. 'He won't blackball you.' 


"Tbe physiciar. took the hint, and my youn;. friend 


was admitted to the club. He doesn't know yet how 
I did it. 


"Now, you may say that this physician 'had paid the 


penalty for bis crime, that he owed no debt to society 
and that he had a right to be as arrogant and exclusive 
as he pleased. I grant that, but 1 maintain that he is 
no better citizen than some of these Jean Valjeans of 
real life, men who have escaped from prison and who 


Impose on an unsuspicious tradesman. He got a lot 
of money through his thefts, but blew it all iu as soon 
as he got it and had to resort to crime again to get 
more. 


"I first heard of him a good many years ago in San 


Francisco. That, 1 believe, was the first place where 
he worked his favorite trick. 


"Registering at a San Francisco hotel under tbe 


name of a wealthy man of Sau Jose, he visited a 
jewelry store and picked out a fine diamond dug. 
After making the selection he said, rather bashfully, 
that he was intending to be married and was buying 
the ring for the young woman, but before deciding to 
purchase it he would bring her around to see it. He 
asked the jeweller to lay the rins aside for him, and 
as there was nothing suspicious about his manner or 
his request the ring was put away for later inspection 
by tbe mythical fiancCe. 


"The young crook went to five other jewellers and 


before Monday. By that time tbe young fellow was 
hundreds of miles away. 


'•We were not called in on the case, but I learned 


about it, and I heard of what he did after tb.at. lie 
worked the same game in Denver, with Colorado 
Springs as his supposed home city. He worked it in 
St. Louis, and a little later he worked loth Louisville 
and Cincinnati in one day. 
Finally he got into six 


jewellers of St. Paul iu one day. and one of them hap- 
pened to be a member of the Jewellers' Protective 
Association, which retained us for protection against 
thieves. This jeweller sent for me, ano 1 went up to 
see him.

cities. 


" 'Can you catch him?' asked the jeweller. 
" 'There's no doubt of that.' I replied. 'Sooner or

are honestly trying to live rightly, with the double 
fear not only of detection but of re-imprisonment 
hanging over them. 


"That Is an awful terror—that fear of being found 


out and dragged back to serve out a prison sentence. 
But the man who, like Jean Valjean, honestly tries 
under such a handicap to be a good citizen is entitled, 
I honestly believe, to more respect than the man who 
has paid his debt—certainly his task is a harder one, 
and fewer men accomplish it. 


"I have in mind one case that Interests me very 


much. I could put my hands at any time on an es- 
caped criminal who has nearly twenty years yet to 
serve in the Stillwater • Penitentiary in Minnesota. 
But I do not intend to molest him or reveal his secret 
unless he commits another crime—which he is not at 
all likely to do. 


Swindler of Jewellers. 


'This fellow was one of the cleverest jewelry thieves 


I ever knew, and I've known a good many. He was a 
young fellow of good family, educated, could dress 
well and liked to—in short, just the kind of a man to 


did the same thing. Now, he had introduced himself 
and made his selec-tiou in sis places, choosing rings 
worth several hundred dollars apiece. His nest move 
was to go to San Jose, which was not his home and 
never had been, and write to each jeweller on the let- 
terhead of the firm of which he had pretended to be a 
member. In his letters he said that he had been un- 
expectedly called home on business and asked the 
jewellers to keep the rings until he could visit San 
Francisco again.' 


"When enough time had elapsed for the jewellers

men demur when they are called upon to go down in 
to their own pockets to do a service for society.

the terror of the evildoer, who knows by bitter experi- 
ence the fate that awaits him if he is caught The 
man who has escaped dreads imprisonment more thin 
he who has always served out his tlrne, for he knows 
what kind of treatment he will get In the ordinary 
prison when be is taken back. 


"Jean Valjeans in real life? Yes, there are many 


of them; many men who have not, after years of 
freedom, entirely lost the fear of being recognized and 
denounced and, what is worse, .iragged back to prison 
again. And often that fear is justified. I .'ill tell 
you of an instance. 


"More than forty years ago, when I • -, a young 


fello—. .. desperate criminal 'iroke jail in t~; ..<-•;;. 
He was a man with a long recoru as a\baak burglar 
and he was serving a sentence that liad many years 
yet to run. I'"'' not 1- now f- man, but . taevr about 
him, and his escape was a greai -ewspa^er sensation 
at the time.-

The .Greek. Egyptian, Carthaginian and Roman 


ladies of twenty-five centuries ago made use of the 
most astonishing quantities of borrowed hair, and 
the Roman women of the time of Augustus were es- 
pecially pleased when they could outdo their social 
rivnls by piling upon their beads a greater tower of 
additional tresses.

HE use of perfumes, from the standpoint of good 
breeding, is a subject much discussed.

Most of Hie "violet" extract and toilet water on the 


market to-day is merely u chemical imitation, and most 
cbomical imitations of perfumes are irritating to th* 
nerves. The lavender scented sheets of our grand- 
mothers were delightfully soothing to tbe nerves o£. 
the persons sleeping between tbeiu. for lavender iS 
both quieting in its effect and a remarkable sleep in- 
durcr aw! having the exceptional merit of combining 
refreshment and relaxation. Most refreshing per- 
fumes arc stimulating. Old writers assert that jas- 
mine alone is a most valuable general tonic, but add 
tbat in most compounds it is injurious, producing nerve 
exhaustion and depression. 


Tbe compounding of perfumes is a distract branch of 


chemistry—a perfume maker may be regarded as an 
artist of chemistry, blending his ingredients with tue 
care of one anrt the taste and skill of the other profes- 
sion. Almost all perfumes have as a basis ambergris 
or civet, and while these materials are most necessary, 
great care must be exercised .in their use. for a •grain 
too much will make the perfume distressingly irritat- 
ing to tbe user. Tbe same is true of many combina- 
tions of scents, such combinations even producing 
hysteria in a tnild or severe form.

SINTER sealskins worn by the woman of 
J fashion amid the gayety and luxury of 
ilmetropolitan life are obtained largely from 


the barren and desolate Pribilof Islands, sor-.-.c- 
times called the Fur Seal Islands, which lie oC 
the Alaskan coast, in the Bearing Sea, in lati- 
tude 56 degrees 50 minutes north and longitude 
170 degrees west. There are only four of the 
islands large enough to be habitable—St. Paul, 
St. George, Otter and Seal islands. Joan Snyd 
first sighted them in 1767, and in 1786 seals 
were discovered there by Gerassim Pribilof, a 
Russian. 
The United States acquired them 


with the purchase of Alaska and leases them to 
the North. American Commercial Company. Al- 
though the islands have been tne subject of 
international disputes over sealing rights, the 
life of the natives and government of the group, 
which are described in the following story, are 
known, to very few Americans.

But the simple Aleut islander was naturally no mas- 


ter at business, and to insure his welfare a system of 
control was adopted for the expenditure o£ his earn- 
ings. At .forty cents a sealskin"the native communi- 
ties, earned 540,000 a year, S133 per caput, which 
with their simple needs -afforded a margin of sav- 
ings. They were not paid in cash for their labor, but 
credited witb the sum, which was to be drawn upon 
in tbe form of supplies from the store. 


For tho first twenty years the support of the 


Pribilof natives presented no serious problem. They 
are a faithful, obedient and industrious race, skilled 
and swift in their accustomed work. They are tract- 
able and kind in disposition, nud. though slower of 


guardianship of their temporal welfare besides. The 
little villages of St. Paul and St. George are the scene 
of the American fur seal industry, and this industry is 
a government monopoly. So peculiar are all the con- 
ditions surrounding it that its administration not only 
becomes z precedent in public policy witb respect to 
natural resources but involves a curious human prob- 
lem which entails other exceptional procedure. No- 
where in the world, probably, is just the counterpart 


of this diminutive domain. 


About three hundred persons live on the Pribilof 


Islands, or rather on two of those five little bits of 
volcanic land, named respectively St. Paul and St. 
George Islands, but more commonly known as the Seal ncad than o£ ,)anf]i Uloy resp0mic(i gratifyingly to the 
Islands. 
It wns tbe pursuit of fur seals that led 


Pribilof, of a Russian trading vessel, into these un- 
discovered regions away back in 17SB. It was because 
he must have laborers to help him kill and cure the 
skins of the seals from tho new found rookeries that 
there came to be human inhabitants upon these deso- 
late shores. All through the two hundred and twenty- 
four years since then rlic people of tbe Pribilof Islands 
have been merely an adjunct of the seal industry. 
Thus it is not remarkable that except to the govern- 
ment's representatives who are actively engaged with 
the affairs of tbe islands the "natives'1 appear but as 
part of the landscape. 


This little handful of people has, however, a patheti- 


cally interesting history—pathetic because tbc-y are 
such an incident in the great world's life and are so 
completely the vlcti-us of circumstance. Two cen- 
turies ago most of tbe islands of tbe Alaskan coast 
were inhabited by the Aleut?, hardy hunters and fish- 
ermen of primitive but independent race. Then came 
the Russian explorers, who turned the skill of these 
simple people to their own profit. 
From Unalnska, 


and Atka Pribilof gathered tho little colony for his 
previously uninhabited islands, and when the United 
States acquired Alaska this isolated little group of 
Aleuts was living in virtual slavery. 


Tbe first step of American administration was to 


lease the sealing rights and provide for the future of 
tbe natives, who were made wards of the government, 
much like the Indians. But they were provided a com- 
pulsory occupation, the lessee being required to em- 
ploy them at a speciaed wage. Of its own accord the 
lessee, the Alaska Commercial Gooipany then, re- 
placed -with neat frame dwellings the native haU-un-

population might be destroyed months before the 
world could know there was trouble. There is in win- 
ter a natural defence in the very ice that comes down 
from the north and cuts these islands off from the 


amusement of the natives. 


The, work—the men's work—of all sorts is done un- 


der orders of the agents through a first and second 
chief, elected by the natives themselves. These chiefs 
are held responsible, and they produce satisfactory 
service. The vice of the Aleut is drink, but the gov- 
ernment forbids the landing of liquor on the islands. 
They have an intoxicant, however, a concoction of 
sugar and yeast, which they make for themselves. The 
agents restrict this indulgence by curtailing the sugar 
supply. 


The Aleut is not cleanly by nature,, though he has 


greatly improved in this respect. His houses, despite 
tbe white men's efforts, are not as sanitary and whole- 
some as they should be. This, with the weakness o£ 
deterioration during two centuries of abnormal en-

Civilizing influences about them. The chief adverse 
factor was the long dark winter of idleness, for the 
seal work lasts through tbe summer only. 


The seals, however, under the devastating slaughter 


of the pelagic hunters, were growing fewer uud fewer 
in numbers. The second lessen, tho North American 
Commercial Company, when it took over its privi- 
leges iu 1SOO was soon limited to 00.000 instead 
of 100,000 sealskins a year. 
An increase to fifty 


cents a skin for the native laborer left him still with 
a loss, and soon tbe calamitous limit of 15.000 
skins was decreed, for the herd was disappearing 
fast. Tbe natives were now paid ?1 a skin, but their 
mere $15,000 a year left them facing starvation. There 
was nothing for it, apparently, but to supply the de- 
!j'-iency outright. 


This Congress did in a yearly appropriation of 


$10,o'v'-. Ti,<: arrangement continued for years, leav- 
ing Hie native no margin of funds and no voice in his 
own expenditures. 
His feeble self-reliance disap- 


peared. 1st became childlike iu bis dependence. lie 
bus worked just as faithfully as ever, bc it recorded 
to his '.-rcdit. which not ninny men would do for no 
m«rc pay than if they did nothing. That is what the 
wi'lition amoiintfl to. When a man's earnings were 
.son0, exhausted in ord--.rs for supplies, the supplies 
were continued as before out of a fund furnished by 
tbe government. There wns no incentive for the in- 
dustrious man ;o do m^re liian his idle neighbor, and 
none ha<l to think for himself.

They all bear Russian names, and they 
have selected from tbe aristocracy. 


The government ageuts tell many a story of tbe na- 


tives' simplicity and their crudity of instinct and emo- 
tion. But they tell also of their kindliness, their gen- 
erosity and their willingness to leart. And there is 
pathos in the incident of the man who came to the 
government house one night to say that bis baby "he 
stop." The government house and "tbe boss" are the 
source of all things to the native, from the food he eats 
to instructions about his family. This time it was a 
little pine lumber that was wanted. And Dr. Chiches- 
ler, passing the window an hour later, saw the man 
making his baby's coffin. 


There Ss pathos, too, in the isolated condition of 


these people. How can they overcome tbeir enormous 
handicap? To us jt is somewhat consoling, but at 
the same time in one way more pititful. to realize that 
they Know none but this life. The freedom and hardy 
independence of generations past they cannot remem- 
ber. The development to which their present civiliza- 
tiou entitles them their circumscribed existence for- 
bids.

and remember a vision of a plain, kindly faced woman 
seated in a snow hut nursing back into strength and 
healthfulness a coughing Infant, too weak to cry. 
There are savage Islanders In the South Seas who re- 


> call the sam6 pale wojnan working among them, dis- 


pensing kindness, relieving pain, trading always fairly, 
considerate of them. 


As a matter of fact, Mrs. Cook is the wife of a cap- 


tain of a whaling steamer, and since 1893, when she 
went on her first voyage, has aggregated only five 
and a half years, on land; At first she went- for- health, 
and, finding it, continued to go for love of roving and 
of the sea and of great ice fastnesses, and out of doors. 


It was in this manner that she gained her name, 


"The Angel of Pauline Cove." The steam whaling ves- 
sel Navarch, of which her husband was captain, was 
winter bound at Herschel Island, approximately 70 


^ degrees north latitude/in Pauline Cove. There were 


provisions a-plenty, but the men needed fresh meat 


• and change of diet to ward off scurvy. With sleds and . 


dogs, and Eskimo guides a number of the men had 
forced a.way twenty miles through the snow and ice 
in search of game. Accidentally one of the officers, 
Fred West, discharged his gun and his arm was badly 
mangled.

Her First Voyage. 


It was in the Navarcb, from San Francisco, in 1883, 


that Mrs. Cook first went to sea. She had been ailing 
and her husband persuaded her to take the voyage 
into 'high latitudes for her health. Three years to a 
day they were gone on that first voyage, and Mrs. Cook 
grew from a tired, fragile woman of ninety-three 
pounds to a healthy specimen of robust womanhood 
and a weight of 130 pounds. Two long winters, from 
early September to late July, were passed during this 
voyage,, the Navarch lying imbedded in six feet of 
clear ice at Herschel Island.' 


To the men :t vasyii tedious, dreary time of waiting, 


but the captain's wile was spellbound by the romance 
of it all. To her there was always some new wonder 
in the tremendous manifestations of nature, the great 
ice mountains aud the heaven high mounds of snow. 
Above crackling" and grinding and howling of wild 
winds could be.heard the humming rumble of'her 
little sewing machine, which purred and spun, while 
fat, greasy Eskimo women squatted about her on tbe 
floor and watched-odd pieces of heavy cloth grow into 
comfortable garments which kept out disease and 
cold and discomfort. 


It was in those two winters that Mrs. Cook learned 


Eskimo dialects, and though she never preached di- 
rectly to the sirffple minded women about her, the way 
in which she grew close to them and planted the seeds 
for future development in their Hearts did a world of 
good. To the accompaniment of rude music on an ac- 
cordion Mrs. Cook led her yellow skinned friends in 
the singing of hymns which she .had translated into 
Eskimo dialect, and so heartily did the natives enjoy 
the simple ceremony that they often gathered in the 
middle of the week and demanded that a meeting be 
held. They saw no reason why Sunday should be set 
apart for such affairs. 


Icebound in the Arctic. 


Until the winter of 1897 Mrs. Cook continued to voy- 


age in the Navarch, then she and her husband decided' 
to remain in Provincetown for a few months. The 
Navarch went north under a new commander and 
was destroyed by icebergs. Captain Cook was given 
command of the Bowhead, and despite the ill fate of 
the Navarch and the captain's reluctance to take her 
Mrs. Cook again went to sea. The summer of 1S9S 
was spent in the Arctic, and the time from October 
20 to January 1, ISO!), was spent in ice floes off Indian 
Point, Siberia, where many whales were taken and 
much profitable trading with the natives was indulged 
in. Still capturing whales the vessel was taken to 
Yokohama, Japan. During the voyage war had .been 
declared between the United Sates and Spain, nud the 
Bowhead touched at Guam just in tinft; to see the 
American flag raised for the first time over thc island. 


Approaching Guam, the men of tbe Bowbead saw 


several large steamers lying off from the entrance to 
tlac harbor and guessed immediately that they were

transports bearing United States troops. With no fear 
for their own safety, they forged ahead full speed to 
witness the engagement or whatever action might be 
about to take place. Between cliffs a straight column 
of smoke was rising and progressing, showing the 
course of the Bennlngton into the harbor. By the 
time the Bowhead was abreast of the transports the 
F>enuington had entered the harbor and an hour later 
the flag was raised over the citadel. 


After discharging a cargo at 1'okohoma and taking 


on supplies the Bowbead was steered again into the 
nortl). At Dutch Harbor, Unalaska, the rush for the 
gold fields of the Klondike was in full swing. Mrs. 
Cook bought apples and oranges there for sbcty-flv« 
cents each and came In close touch with the throng! of. 
cold seekers. Never will she forget, she says, the law- 
lessness and disorder which prevailed and the destitu- 
tion of men and women who had expected to scoop up 
gold nuggets by the shovelful, aud had spent their 
every dollar for transportation to the gold fields. 


That trip ended in San Francisco November, 1889, 


and the cargo comprised 20,000 'pounds of baisen, 
valued at $100,000. This again disproved the auper- 
Kliticm that the presence of a woman means an un- 
fortunate voyage. 


Four months later Mrs. Cook, on board the Bow- 


head, was again bound for the Arctic. The winter of 
1000 and 1901 was spent at Baillie Island, far north- 
east of Herschel Island, and, according to Mrs. Cook, 
was the most lonely she has experienced. From No- 
vember 22 to January 19, fifty-eight days, the sun was 
below the horizon and darkness and cold were In- 


, tense. Fifty degrees below zero was the highest tem- 
perature registered by the thermometer, and often the 
mercury dropped to 57 degrees below zero. But the 
erufte was successful and netted 23,000 pounds of 
bone, worth $115,000. 


In the spring of 1903 Mrs. Cook started on the most 


memorable voyage of her career, which was to con-' 
tinue until December of 1906. The Bownead was.pro- 
visioned for two years, but the plans were to return 
In September, 1904. Whales'were scarce, and day 
after day the Bowhead cruised ice dotted seas, with 
never the sight of prey, and late In the summer of „ 
1904 it became imperative to remain in the Arctic for 
another year. Only a few weeks previous to the be- 
ginning 'of the cruise Mrs. Cook's daughter had been 
married. From the very outset of the voyage she had 
counted the months, then the weeks before ahe.irould 
return to her loved ones, and the necessity to remain 
at sea another year was a bitter blow to her. Yet sh« 
was cheery and helpful, finding comfort in making 
the ordeal'easier for others. ' 


Mail carried twice during the long winters to-the 


Bowhead by dog sled brought news of the littte home 
in Provincetown and of the birth of a baby girl, mak- 
ing Mrs. Cook a grandmother. Her eagerness to re- 
turn home 'was increased. Others, too, were anxious 
to leave the frozen Arctic, and-Mrs. Cook was not the 
rnly one'to count the very days before the Bowhead 
would be turned toward civilization. 
The second 


summer had been little better than the first Few 
whales had been killed and there was a scant supply; 
of bone to carry back, but provisions were short and 
it was necessary to leave the North.

alone to her and hers, but to the men of the Bowhead's 
crew. 


Across wide wastes of ice and treacherous snow 


doughty Eskimo hunters came with game and meat 
Tribe after tribe, whose members had been befriended, 
heard of the plight of the whalers and sent provisions 
and huuters to the aid of the "Great Pale Lady." Tney 
had no hope of reward, and indeed there was little on 
board the Bowhead with .which"" to reward them. 
Purely for love of tbe captain's wife and in remem- 
brance of her kindness tbe Eskimos tirelessly h.unted 
game and brought in food for the all but starving men. 


Finally, in the summer of 1906, with only thm 


days' rations on board, the Bowhead, ramming for 
ten Jays through rotting ice jambs, broke into tbe 
clear ocean aud steamed away for home. Back iu 
Provincetown Mrs. Cook met her daughter and two 
little ones born during tbe long absence. 


Thc captain and his wife will cruise no more into 


the Arctic, but danger and privation cannot dtter 
them from 
1 life at sea. and they are at present on board 


tbe brigantine Viola, cruising the North and South 
Atlantic in search of sperm wnales. 


The Viola left port June 30, 1910, and up to date 


has fciken nearly l.GOO barrels of sperm oil and fifty- 
five pounds of first chop ambergris, tbe whole worth 
mnrc than $40.000. 


There is probably but one white woman who has 


spent more lime than Mrs. Cook in the Arctic region, 
and it .would have surprised the intrepid traders of 
Hudson's bay of a few generations ago to have known 
that a cultured white woman would presently eclipse 
their furthest north records. From the fjords of Nor- 
way and leagues farther north she has traversed tbe 
seas to Gibraltar, thc Mediterranean, the Red Sea, 
China. Japan and. after speeding an ice locked winter 
in the Arctic, hns a few weefcs later sat in the shade 
nf her awning over tbfe quarterdeck sewing comfort- 
ably in ten degrees south latitude.

When Paul said, "The

There is. another bribery, however, 


more dangerous because more subtle, for

stand for righteousness. It is a. selfish 
ka.

for cowardice. Silence is golden some- 
time?, but, gold is the most cowardly of 
thing?. 
Bribery by one's own pocket- 


hook corrupts the. very fountains of pub- 
lic and private morality. 


It if desirable to make a. living, but it 


is necessary to make a life. 


"Life ia real, life is earnest, 


And the grave is not its goal. 


Dust thou art, to dust rettirueth,

Such a. prospect is horrible i"n its re- 


pulsiveness. • That the thinking, loving, 
worshipful, conscious part of us should 
be compelled to remain chained in dark- 
ness to the decaying body is, to say the 
least, incongruous; and yet there are 
some who persist in -believing and teach- 
ing this grewsome doctrine. When the 
body of Thomas Coke, one of the first 
bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal 


church, is buried at Eca, .eaten by fish 
and its particles scattered, just what 
portion of it the soul will remain with, 
or whether 'the soul will distribute it.-- 
self among tho scattered fragments, we 
are- not informed. When the'body is 
cremated, and only a handful of ashes 
remain, will the soul sleep in the bed of 
ashes or rove through the air with par- 
ticles that have gone up with the smoke? 


I rejoice that we are not called upon 


to ans-wer these puzzling questions, for 
the symbol of sleep does not exhaust the 
biblical definition of death. 
For the 


body, death is a sleep; but for the soul, 
it is a "departure." Just before Stephen 
fell asleep be looked up aud said: "Lord 
Jesus, receive my spirit." Death was to 
Stephen a yielding up of the soul to 
Christ. This prayer of Stephen was the 
echo of the words of Jesus on the cross: 
"Father, into Thy hands I commend My 


line of apostolic succession. 


The Intermediate Place. 


Secondly, the question naturally arises, 


as .to irhether the soul of the Christian 
goes at once to be with Christ in the 
place of final destiny, or to a place dis- 
tinct, from it, where it remains until the 
resurrection. 
• 


The case of Lazarus seems to favor 


the view of an intermediate" place, as 
we can hardly think the bosom of Abra- 
ham, to which he was taken, is the true 
heaven of the good. The samo is true 
of the words of our Lord, to the dying 
thief, "Today thou shalt be with Me in 
paradise." In some of its uses, the word 
"paradise" hoe a lower meaning than the 
true heaven;'besides Christ did not as- 
cend to the .latter on that day. 
Other 


texts, however, seem to favor the op- 
posite view* that is, ,that the good go 
at once to the true heaven. -In his dy- 


man to represent him at tho Baby- 
lonian court, he found Daniel. 
When 


the children of the captivity were to be 
brought back and Jerusalem rebuilt, he 
found Kehemiah and . Ezra. 
When he 


needed a man to blaze the way for the 
coming of the Messiah, he found John the 
Baptist. 
When he needed an apostle 


to .plant the gospel 
throughout 
-the 


Roman empire, he found Paul. WKen he- 
wanted a nian by whom to paint the 
trials and the victories • of -the Church, 
he found John, the beloved disciple. 


An so today God's work ir. the world 


can go forth triumphantly only as'he 
finds dependable 
men 
and women to 


carry it -forward. 


It is tho joy of the pastor's heart 


when lie finds in the work of the church 
men and women upon whom he can de- 
pend, whom he knows lie can trust to 
do the best thing that can be done in 
any circumstance. With a company of 
such men and women he may dare the 
impossible and wring victory 
out of 


that which presages only defeat. 


But, on the other hand, 
there 
is 


nothing which discourages the pastor 
more, than to come to- the 
conclusion 


that his- people cajT not be depended 
upon.

butcher. 


Our calves, when taken from their 


mothers, are each provided with a 
separate pen for convenience in feed- 
ing so they need not fight for the food 
bucket, rob each other of their mess, 
or suck each others ears and navels 
when done drinking. •

The latter is a vicious habit which 


they soon acquits w"ien two or more 
are penned together 'and unless pre- 
vented it soon causes a blemish on 
the belly. 


Each calf is provided with a feed- 


ing bucket in a box which is nailed 
fast to the side of the pen.

others, but about five quarts at a mess 
twice a day is enough for any calf H 
it is supplied with hay, meal and 
water. 


We provide our calves with water 


after they have drunlc their milk and 
give them all they want. Skimmilk 
should be warmed to blood heat be- 
fore feeding to young calves.

NLY a few days ago the newspapers con- 
tained a paragraph saying that Shevlin. *he 
one time great end of the Yale football team. 
made a trip from Minneapolis to New Haven, 
had a two hour conference with the Vale 


coaches and captain and then began his journey home- 
ward. Business demands in the West would not 
admit of his remaining even for dinner. To men who 
never had been through college the paragraph meant 
nofching. It was. in itself, not extraordinary that Mr. 
Shevlin or any other youus man should make such 
a trjp. 
But« to tfle coltegt* cian, news of that trip 


was an epitome of the continued loyalty and enthu- 
siasm of one-of Yale's most distinguished athletes. 


Every Yale man knew what it was that caused the 


trip. All realized tbat the hurried two thousand mile 
journey was undertaken that he might put the cham- 
pions of his alma mater in possession of a new play 
or a new combination of varied plays that may help 
them to maintain the hi&aest traditions of her foot- 
ball contests this year. 


He wouldn't entrust it to the malls. He would not 


risk its proper interpretation from any description, 
elaborate though he might try to make it. He wanted 
to deliver it in person, the knowledge of it to be the 
most sacred of secrets between himself and those 
who have the honor of Yale in their keeping. He 
•wanted to demonstrate it himself, and hence it was ' 
that, after convincing himself of its efficacy, he made 
his hurried trip, counting the travel and the incon- 
venience to himself and his business as nothing. 
He had something which ho believed might be of use 
to his college and, counting no cost, he responded * 
to the call of old associations. 


And there will be other journeys by other men as far 


away as Shevlin was and as busy, to Yale and to Har- 
vard and to Princeton—men who through the affec- 
tions and friendships begotten of years of comrade- 
ship, some founded on memories of victories gained 
and others cemented by defeats that Imperiously call 
for compensation, take as keen an interest in the great 
game of football as they did when they themselves 
were makers of history on the gridiron. Year in and 
year out there are pilgrimages made to the campus by 
men who years ago won their letters, that-they may 
Instruct or cheer those who now are filling the places 
that once were theirs. 


Nor is this all. There is in football to-day what un- 


questionably amounts to tbe greatest army of scouts 
ever enlisted in the interest of any sport. It is nation 
wide in extent of territory. There is no preparatory 
ichool in the East, no minor college in the West, not 
even an eligible athlete in any amateur club that is not 
the object of interest or of desire on the part of gradu- 
ates. Baseball—that is, professional baseball—has its 
official scouts, whose duty it is to discover and examine 
the promising ones in the "bush leagues," to ferret out 
reasons for the failure of men won by rivals, but who 
did not or could not live up to their reputation. But 
these scouts are few in number and their field is neces- 
sarily a limited one. 


In college football it is different. 
Every graduate 


of Tale, of Harvard and of Princeton, for example, 
is himself a scout in search of raw material that may 
he hammered into a perfect machine. These gradu- 
ates are growing in numbers and establishing them- 
selves all over the continent 
There are as many 


Yale men,'tor example, in the Middle West as there

are, almost, in New York—and a Yale man is a Yale 
man whether he is in California or in Michigan or in 
Maine, and football binds him more to his college than

does anything else. 


This is not, as some persons profess to believe, that 


athletics has superseded the fine arts in the curricu- 
lum, but because it is the one great content in which 
one college is pitted against its rivals. It is the great 
proving ground for excellence in bodily agility, in in- 
vention of situations, in quickness of eye and in ac- 
curacy of anticipation. The faculty cares for the men-

There were years when this enthusiasm led to ex- 


cesses that frequently Threatened, mid sometimes 
actually caused, scandals that wore filled with peril 
to the game.
